The report says there is shortage in 


islands of the usual food supply, but 
at that Ume there was but little real 
famine or hunger, and that provincial 
governors had not called upon Gov- 
ernor Taft for rice. The repoKs de- 
tails the measures taken to prevent 
famine, and In 
reducing excessive 


prices of food products, and, while 
fearing that in May, June and July 
there may be a call for aid, it is his 
belief that the resources are ample to 
respond to the requests. 
The great- 


est danger is the cattle disease, rhin- 
derpest, which has already destroyed 
large numbers of the caraboa or water 
buffalo. 


Keep Agriculture Going. 


"The purchase of cattle and the 


hutditig of them in the islands are at- 
tended with the greatest difficulty," 
says Governor Taft. "We cannot hope 
to bring into the (stands as many 
cattle as have died. We can only 
hope to bring in a sufficient number 
to keep agriculture going. The price 
at which we have contracted for the 
purchase of the first 10,000 is $SS, 
Mexican, delivered in Manilla com- 
pletely Immunized from the rhinder- 
pest. We hope to be able to make 
purchases of our own at a somewhat 
tower price. 


"I think generally," the report con- 


cludes, "the statement of facts in the 
report of the lieutenant general i* cor- 
rect, so far at least as the dreadful 
depression In agriculture by reason of 
the loss of the cattle is concerned. 
The remedy which he suggests by the 
use of the government transports, 
howeref, I do not concur in. 
The 


danger from famine has not been as 
great an I supposed it wa«, andlns the 
lieutenant general waa justified in 
mppoalng It waa from the reports 
which he beard. In any event, wltJ; 
th* fund* prorkLed by congress now, 
I feal confident that the Philippine 
fore-rnmedt la in a position to meet 
•ay MMrgeocy of thin kind which

first "scribe" and an acflvo figure in 


\ the plan of organization. 


"I came from Mt. Pleasant, ia., to 


Washington in 18G3, as private secre- 
tary to Senator James Harlan. I was 
something of a singer, and in 
the 


course of a few weeks met Justus H. 
Rathbone and IS. S. Kimball, also lo- 
cal musicians of 
considerable note. 


Early in 18«4 my brother, William 
H., also a good singer, came on from 
[owa, 
and Senator Harlan secured for

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Mushroom Garden in France. 


I 
The strangest of these underground 


i worlds which I visited was one de- 
| voted to the raising of mushrooms. 
Its limits seemed unbounded, as in- 
deed they were, for it pierced the hill- 
sides in every direction. We entered 
through an opening under an orchard 
ot cherry trees. 
About ten feet in- 


side the entrance was 
a well and 


near it a lantern, which 
my kind 


guide lighted. We had proceeded but 
a few steps when suddenly the air 
became very close and warm and a 
dense white mst shut us in. I tound 
this was heat and steam rising from 
huge piles of manure, stacked in an 
adjoining passage. 
When 
brought 


from the cavalry barracks near by, it 
is here "worked" by the admixture 
of water until it attains the required 
consistency. We soon 
passed 
this 


steam and heat and 
entered caves 


where the air was dry and cool. 


In these manure is laid out 
in 


rounded hummocks along the walls, 
and in the wider passages in lines 
down the center as well. Sometimes 
there are as many as five of these 
rows. The 
mushroom seed is then 


placed in these manure piles and the 
date of the "planting" is written on 
the wall above the section. 


The mounds are then covered with 


a fine powder obtained 
by sifting 


the tailings from the quarried lime- 
stone, just as coal dust is separated 
from coal 
The 
mushroom is now 


planted and the hummock is left un- 
disturbed for three months, more or 
less, when the first growth begins to 
appear. The mushrooms continue to 
sprout during three 
months, 
but 


then engender a certain 
poisonous 


gas which kills their own seed. The 
whole planting must then be removed 
and the place thoroughly cleaned. 
During "harvest time" one crop 
is 


gathered every 
twenty-four hours. 


Three men with their great baskets 
make the rounds of this underground 
farm every morning and every day in 
the year can count on an immense 
crop which they ship to the large 
cities near by, and even several miles 
away. 
The discolored and inferior 


mushrooms are sent to the canneries, 
but for his best growth the producer 
receives only twenty cents a pound.

General Chaffee, the commander of 
the East, was the grand marshal of 
the day, and as he led those battle- 
scarred heroes, mounted on a magni- 
ficent horse, his face bronzed with 
the hot blast that sweeps down the 
Pacific coast from the equator and 
lose their torrid breath among the 
snows and ice of the northern pole, 
as he sat on his steed like a Cen- 
taur, when the horse and the rider 
were one, he filled the soul's ideal of 
a hero. "A soldier fit to stand by 
Caesar and give direction." 


As the sad but proud procession 


moved along I missed many of those 
grand old comrades, who could be 
seen at every patriotic celebration 
since the close of the great rebel- 
lion. Commander Edward Hooker of 
the United States Navy was one of 
the kindest and bravest men I ever 
saw. He was generous to a fault, 
bis purae and his hand were never 
closed against the appeal of an old 
oomraede in distress, and it was his 
proudest boast that no friend or foe 
ever saw his back in peace or war.
